Letter Postage Not Burdensome. 


Senatoi Weeks of Massachusetts is agitating in favor of 


one-cent letter postage, something which will be very accept- 
able when the time for.il arrives, but itfhardl^seems that the 
time for it is yet at haiici: The pqslqftj®|teparlinent is un- 
able to pay its way, ancj until'it can do this'tbeje should be no 
reduction in postal rates. 
. 


> As eveiybody knows, the inlroduclion of the -parcel post 
has added greatly to the expenses of the postal department. 
It is a great accommodation to the people- and 'is worth all it 
costs, but it must be paid for; arid until the receipts of the post- 
office depaitment are more .nearly in keeping with the outgoes 
there should be -no thbught of loweririg postage rates on any 
class, of matter. 
: 


Senator Weeks' idea is {hat letter postage yields a good 


profit to the department and that the senders of letters ought 
not to be taxed for the extra cost of carrying other classes of 
mail. He would have letter postage just sufficient to pay for 
the handling of letters, ' ;iiid:.-compel second-class and parcel 
post maltei to pay their . pv/ii'way. But it is a question-whether 
it would be piactical or advisable to attempt to adjust postage 
rates on such a basis.;, fliere should ;be;Tates on all classes.qf 
mail matter which combined 'would -yield sufficient reveniie to 
meet the expenses of'thed. apartment, and the postal depart- 
ment should be placed on a. self-supporting basis before there 
is any seiious contemplation ,of a reduction of rates. 


The two-cent rate for letters is :not, a hardship, and there is 


no geneial call foi a reduction. One-cent postage will be ac- 
ceptable when it comes, as it will in time, but there is no occa- 
sion for liable.' It is admitted that u'ndef present conditions 
the1 railroads are not adequately paid for carrying the mails. 
Until this fault is corrected and the postofflce department is 
more nearly on a paying basis it will be well to let the postage 
rates alone unless it should be found necessary to raise the 
rates- on paicel post matter, which are now so low as not to 
cover the tiansportation in many instances. 


The postal seivice should be jmoroved in every possible 


way and should become "practically self-supporting before 
there is any thought of one-cent postage. The United States 
is not a "two-cent" country, and two-cent letter postage is not 
a' burden.
